The Wilmington School Com- 
mitte Wednesday night will be 
trying to determine who is running 
the school department. Supt. 
William Fay has reportedly moved 
to Florida, with no plans to return. 
A close friend of Fay’s said that he 
moved his family last Friday. 

School committee members were 
startled this week by the sudden 
leave of absence taken by 
Superintenden! ‘Villiam Fay for 
medical reasons attributed to 
"elective surgery." 

School Committee Chairman Ro- 
bert Peterson said, "I don't know 
anything about it other than the 
memo sent to me." Members were 
informed in writing that Fay would 
begin an abrupt two-to-three week 
sick leave to commence this week 
None of the members contacted by 
the Town Crier had any verbal 
communication from Fay. 

r hurried leave comes just as 
Business Manager Peter Derove, a 
frequent acting superintendent, was 
on vacation. A Roman House 
support staff member said she did 
not know who was in charge in the 
interim and that the staff was 
"paddling up stream" at the 
moment, 

Board members said Fay's sudden 
sick leave came at a difficult time, 
as the committee was in the proc 
of what one board member de 
scribed as "sensitive negotiatior 
with the superintendent. 

Fay is scheduled to leave the 
system by year's end following a

decision to suspend talks on,a new 
contract for the school chief. The 
committee will convene publicly 
Wednesday night to accept public 
input regarding 2 superintendent 
search process. Also, members 
have confirmed that Fay was a 
finalist for an administration post 
in the Palm Beach, Florida public 
school system, but that the post was 
offered to former Wilmington 
Superintendent Walter Pierce. 

Pierce told the Town Crier on 
Wedrfesday that he had not heard 
from Fay. 

Committeeman Brad Jackson said 
he learned of the superintendent's 
leave from a letter mailed to his 
residence, and said he was “con- 
cerned about the lack of 
communication" between the supe- 
rintendent and school committee, 
“We knew nothing about this — no 
warning — and it took us by 
surprise,"said Jackson, who had no 
knowledge surrounding the speci- 
fies of the superintendent's ailment. 

Another member said, "We're 
not going to. put his picture on the 
§i@e of a milk carton, but call the 
school committee if there are any 
Billy Fay sightings." 

Fay's leave comes at the heels of 
what many have described as a 
tense relationship between the 
school committee and superinten- 
dent, following the decision to sus- 
pend Fay's contract negotiations. 

The Town"Criér reported on July 
23 that the committee was 
considering a possible buy out 
package for Fay which would 
hasten his departure date. 


Class assignments 


still in limbo

Parents and students alike may be 
wondering which teachers will be 
teaching what classes. The answer 
hasn't been determined yet. 
According to school committee 
members at last Wednesday's 
meeting, assignments are hard to 
come by until the board knows the 
exact status of their budget. The 
possible addition of $100 per 
student that the town may receive 
from the state is still questionable. 
It is unknown if the additional 
monies will be injected directly 
into the school's $12.3 million 
budget or if the additional money 
will be added to the town's budget 
and earmarked for the use of the 
schools. If the additional money is 
added to the town's budget, it could 
be used to repair school buildings 


or turned over to the school 
committee as the town sees fit, 

As it stands now, the school 
committee has no way of deter- 
mining how and if it will reinstate 
laid off teachers. This has some of 
the board members uncomfortable, 

Brad Jackson urged his fellow 
board members to make the 
decisions on teacher assignments 
and student placements. 

"There are still kindergarten 
students who don't know where to 
go for their first day of school," 
said Jackson, 

Peter DeRoeve, school budget 
manager, said that as soon as the 
disposition of any new moncy is 
known, the assignments will be 
made. According to DeRoeve, 
information should be available in 
two or three weeks. 


Schools declared 
smoke-free buildings

All students, teachers and parents 
who smoke are in for a change at the 
start of school in September. 
Smoking will no longer be allowed 
inside school buildings. 

All buildings within the Wil- 
mington school system have been 
designated "smoke-free environ- 
ments." A vote was taken at the 
school committee meeting last 
Wednesday to make the change. 
The decision wasn't unanimous. 

John DeMarco a school committee 
member, said he was in favor of the 
no smoking rule, but he felt the 
people who might oppose the rule 
should be present for discussion, 
The objection was overruled, 
however. 

Dr. Shirley Callan and Peggy 
Kane, also members of the school 
committee, said that smokers had 
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been part of a subcommittee created 
to investigate smoking in the schools 
and the smokers had supported the 
ban. Dr. Callan said the move 
couldn't wait. 

"If we are going to start the year 
smoke-free, principals must be 
made aware," she said. Callan said 
allowing the principals lead time 
would cut down on possible 
Suspensions as a result of the rule 
change. Students aren't the only 
ones who will have to remain 
smokeless in school buildings. 

Parents who attend extracurricu- 
lar activities will be asked to take 
their smoke outside at intermission, 

It seems that although some people 
might be upset with the rule change, 
a few will be pleased. 

"The people on the subcommittee 
asked that we get this through as 
soon as possible, said Callan, 
Whether they are able to be here or 
not."

Town wins $600k grant 


The Wilmington Board of 
Selectmen has announced that the 
Town of Wilmington has been 
awarded $600,675 through the 
Massachusetts Small Cities 
Program. Official ‘notification of 
the award was made by Mary 
Padula, secretary of the Executive 
Office of Communities and 
Development. The funds will be 
used for housing improvement 
grants, grant§ for construction of 
accessory apartments, first time 
homebuyer assistance and employ- 
ment assistance job training for 
Wilmington residents, This award is 
based on the application that was 
submitted almost one year ago. 

According to Board of Selectman 
Chairman Mark Haldane, "This 
grant is a tremendous boon for the 
Town of Wilmington, especially 
during these slow economic times. 
Funds will be used to directly 
benefit Wilmington residents." 
Town Manager Michael Caira was 
informed of the good news by the 
Town's legislative delegation on 
Monday, August 3, He noted, "We 
always believed that we had a strong 
and competitive grant application. 
This award confirms that belief. It 
is a credit to staff who prepared the 
application and to town officials and 
residents who actively supported 
it.” 

The goal of the housing 
rehabilitation component is to assist 
homeowners to improve 25 homes 
primarily in the Silver Lake 
neighborhood. Such activities as 
electrical and plumbing work, roof 
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repair, building weatherization and 
heating systems, as well as other 
improvements, are eligible. Income 
guidelines are based on family size. 
For example, a family of four is 
eligible to participate if they carn 
less than $38,000, Some funding 
will be set aside to address serious 
needs outside the Silver Lake area 
Grants will be provided for up to 
100 percent of the cost of 
improvements. The program will 
also provide grants for 50 percent 
of the cost to create an accessory 
apartment anywhere in town in 
accordance with the recently 
adopted accessory apartment bylaw. 
The homebuyer assistance 


component will provide funds for 
down payment assistance and 
closing costs for 10 eligible families 
to purchase their first homes. The 
employment assistance cémponent 
will benefit unémployed individuals 
through creation of a local job bank, 
training grants, efiployment appli- 
cation seminars, Career as sments, 
referral to the Department of 
Employment Training, and 
counseling, 

Lynn Duncan, Director of 
Planning and Conservation, who 
prepared the grant application with 
Jeffrey Hull, Assistant Town Man- 
ager, said, "When congratulated by 
Michael Caira, I was mystified as 


the grant was submitted almost one 
year ago. But this is very 
rewarding. It makes up for the 
disappointment last winter when the 
town was not initially funded. Now 
the hard work begins." 

The town will be gearing up to 
hire staff to assist with the 
administration of the program. All 
costs of administration are paid for 
by the grant. Implementation may 
begin as soon as December of this 
year. The Town of Wilmington had 
originally applied for $700,000, 
including development of a 
recreation area in the Silver Lake 
neighborhood. This component was — 
the only component not approved 
by the State. 


Schools get $287k state funds

Wilmington is slated to get 
$287,200 in educational funds, most 
likely before September 1. 

According to William Irwin, a 
Wilmington resident who serves on 
the State Board of Education, the 
local school system will get 
$287,200 of. the $185 million which 
was Originally vetoed by Governor 
William Weld, then approved by 
state legislators. The money allotted 
to each town is based on the $100 
per pupil cost, said Irwin adding 
that legislators "overwhelmingly" 
voted to override the governor's 
veto. 

Irwin appeared before the local 
school committee Wednesday at 
members’ request. The local 
resident fielded q ions on the 
role and makeup of his boafd, the 
new education commissioner, and 
the education reform package. 
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The state board is made up of a 
total of 15 members, three of whom 
are mandated by law. The 
mandatory members are a student 
advisory member, the secretary of 
education, and a_ labor 
representative. Irwin fills the latter 
requirement 

"I's a large cross section of 
people,” said Irwin. However, 
anyone who is currently an educator 
cannot serv 

The role of the board is changing 
and “it's changing for the better," 
explained Irwin, He said members 
are seeking to integrate special 
needs students in the classroom and 
implement state wide standards and 
assessments, The board meetings 
are held at the Archives in 
Dorchester and are open to the 
public. 

Irwin praised new Education 
Commissioner Bob Antonucci, 
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calling him “a breath of fresh air" 
and a hands-on person who enjoys 
getting involved. He explained the 
commissioner was instrumental in 
overriding the Governor's veto, 

The Board of Education had 
studied educational reform 
packages for two years, said Irwin. 
In August, members will meet twice 
to address educational reform and 
take the best from both the 
Governor's and the legislators’ 
proposals. Irwin said the board will 
solicit information from those 
behind the packages like 
businessman Jack Rennie of the 
Business Alliance. 

According to Irwin, "throwing 
money" at the problem is not the 
answer. He also stressed that, to be 
effective, reform should not be 
hurried. 

“It's very important that people 
give it time and effort to work," he 
said.

Are you a gossipmonger?

During the past ten days, rumors have flown around 
Wilmington following the death of Lt. Jay Palmer. These rumors 
have Palmer linked in drug deals to any number of businessmen 
and school administrators. 

Now that we've told you about the rumors, we'll tell you that'~ 
they are totally untrue. In spite of that, some people will still 
believe the rumors. 

Of course, When a newspaper editor is given a rumor, it is 
always with the question, "Is there anything to it?” 

Perhaps it is worth noting that one of the first persons to call the 
Town Crier was a reporter from Channel 7. He was on the phone 
less than 24 hours after Jay Palmer's death, asking if Palmer was 
involved in drug deals with the superintendent of schools. 

How do those rumors travel so fast? 

Those weren't casual rumors. Somebody was on the phone last 
Monday, planting rumors with several news stations. Chief of 
Police Bobby Stewart said he was barraged with calls on those 
rumors, 

Rumors had already been circulating about the superintendent of 
schools, Last month, long before Palmer's death, the Town Crier 
received an anonymous call regarding the superintendent. The 
rumor was found to be absolutely untrue. 

The public's appetite for rumors regarding the superintendent 
of schools has been whetted by the failure of a travel agency 
formerly owned by the superintendent. No factual information 
has been put forth on that matter, and the gossips have gone to 
town with it, filling the information vacuum with all sorts of 
Slorics, 

Rumors are a particularly vicious sort of character 
assassination. It is virtually impossible to defend against them, 
since anything said in defense is "just a denial." They are also 
devastating to the victim, robbing him (or her) of the respect of 
friends and associates. The psychological damage inflicted can be 
severe enough to be life-threatening. 

If a responsible news outlet were to broadcast that type of 
information, they would be open to lawsuits for slander or libel 
But there is no test of truth for rumors. The more outrageous the 
lic, the faster it travels, 

The danger for the people of Wilmington is that these rumors 
stand to hurt the entire town by damaging the credibility of the 
police department and the schools. There are undoubtedly some 
people out there who would like to see people lose confidence in 
these institutions. The public must recognize this danger, and deal 
with it 

If you hear a rumor, don't pass it on. Ask the person who told 
you exactly where they got their information. Ask if they have 
any proof of what they say. Recognize that there is a deliberate 
effort by someone to spread this false information. 

Most importantly, put yourself in the shoes of the subject. How 
would you feel if you were the subject of such cruel gossip? 

The town is being victimized by gossipmongers. If you're 
passing on these rumors, then you're part of the problem, It's 
time to stop.

District.) 

When congressional redistricting transferred Wilmington 
from the sleepy environs of the race in the Seventh District to 
the highly-publicized political warfare in the Sixth District, 
where one of the most powerful congressmen in the United 
States is holding on for dear life, local voters were given the 
rare Opportunity to be players in a high-stakes contest. 

I's the stuff that political pundits and "news junkic" voters 
live for. A senior congressman, key player on national defense 
issues with a history of local public service and venerable, 
almost paternalistic demeanor, hits political skid row in the 
aftermath of a media deluge covering the grand jury probe into 
the congressman's alleged influence-peddling. 

Voters in the new communities brought to his district, not 
prone to affectionately reference him as "Nicky" — as the 
Boston media infers is commonplace — see Nick Mavroules as 
the epitome of the scandal ridden House of Representatives 
where likely a third of the membership will opt for retirement 
this year, not voluntary in all cases. 

Enter the challengers, Democrats and Republicans, each of 
whom can-smell blood and know that timing is king in politics, 

Barbara Hildt has the rare opportunity to bump off Mavroules 
in his own primary. The principal and best known Democratic 
challenger, Hildt, a state representative from Amesbury, is a 
Liberal (they prefer Progressive) Democrat fighting Mavroules 
where he is presently weakest — the integrity issue. She's riding 
a wave of voter*discontent and the electorate, convinced they 
have been disenfranchised from their democracy, are siding 
with female candidates as the most trustworthy replacement for 
a contemptible government. 

Change and integrity is the thematic approach of the Hildt 
campaign. Another issue is choice. Contrasting the incumbent on 
the major issue of the day, abortion, Hildt is pro-choice whereas 
Mavroules has consistently been pro-life, even to the extent of 
voting for the highly controversial "gag rule" which forbids

federally funded clinics to counsel patients on abortion options. 
Hildt campaign manager Susan Shaer said a majority of the 
district is pro-choice and that the incumbent's stand on the issue 
is another indication of "his insensitivity." 

But the opponent's focus remains integrity, though the 
campaign points to the media as the party being aggressive on 
that issue. "The newspapers and the federal probe are 
responsible for the investigation," said Shaer, "But we do 
believe honesty in politics is vital to the electorate right now." 

The campaign took on its most striking woman versus man 
image when Mavroules refused to attend a women's issues 
debate with Hildt last Sunday. The congressman excused himself 
because the forum was too "single issue" but the Hildt camp 
counters that "women's issues are not just single issues" and that 
Mavroules has accepted previous invitations for foeused forums 
on the environment and Middle East affairs. 

If national trends hold true locally, a portrayal of Hildt as the 
woman taking on an old boy network alumnus will play well for 
her. But again, they return to the principal theme of integrity 
and change. "It's partly the woman thing, but it's also the change 
issue," said Susan Shear, "Wilmington voters will have an 
opportunity to have a fresh voice in Congress." 

Leaders in the community, many of them women, believe 
Hildt's sex, in spite of American political history, will work in 
her favor. "I think women have a different approach to the 
issues and some of the judicial hearings have shown the 
incumbents’ weakness," said School Committeewoman Linda 
McMenimen, referencing the infamous Anita Hill hearings, 
which one female candidate in Pennsylvania is using as a 
commercial prop to make the case against congress as an 
arrogant and condescending body politic. And this assessment 
from one.of the seasoned warriors of local politics, 
Wilmington's veteran female Democrat Margaret Imbimbo, "I 
think Mavroules is all done," said Imbimbo, a conservation 
commissioner. Imbimbo said women are "really hell bent to do 
something" and that the incumbent men are "scared to death" of 
the female competition, 

Whatever the analysis, Hildt's campaign manager said the 
election comes down to voters asking themselves, "What has 
Congress done for me lately?" 

That question may be Mavroules' epitaph.

Choosing a 
nursing home 


When Tom's 85 year old mother 
fell and broke her hip five years 
ago, he realized she couldn't live on 
her own forever, It wasn't until her 
fourth accident this past winter, that 
Tom's mother agreed to consider a 
nursing home, But how would they 
choose a facility? 

"My mother is a very independent 
and private woman who takes-great 
pride in doing things herself, so 
even discussing the idea of a nursing 
home was a challenge," says Tom. 
His mother was a bookkeeper in a 
law office before retiring 15 years 
ago. Recognizing his mother's 
increasing frailty, Tom, began 
visiting different nursing homes, 
and talking with friends who had 
been through a similar search. 
“Once my mother made the 
decision, we discussed the different 
possibilities."Tom adds. "She took 
an active part in the process - which 
was important to her and to me." 

"Families should go about 
choosing a nursing home in an 
organized, careful way, explains 
Joan Butler-West, Executive 
Director of Minutcman Home 
Care." A great deal of stress, 
frustration and complications can be 
eliminated if you do your 
homework, 

Sorting through nursing home 
information can be confusing, and 
there is much more to long term 
care than a glossy brochure. 
Butler-West says a good place to 
start is with the area's local long 
term care ombudsman at 
Minuteman. “Our nursing home 
ombudsmen spend many hours 
inside each nursing facility, talking 
to residents and staff. They're a 
good source of inside information 
about care in a nursing home." 

To help families make these 
important long term decisions 
Butler-West offers these guidelines: 

“Licensing: Ask for the most 
recent state inspection report, and 
look over any problem areas, 

“Environment: Is the nursing 
home clean, orderly and relatively 
odor-free? Is it conveniently located 
for family, friends and your 
doctor? Is there an outside space 
that is secure for people who might 
wander? Can you take your own 
furniture and personal belongings? 
Do the rooms have a curtain or 
screen if privacy is needed? 

“Services: Ask for a list of 
services, like rehabilitation therapy, 
special dicts, ctc. Is the kitchen 
clean? Sample a meal. Does the food 
look appetizing? Look over an 
activities schedule, mect the 

ics director. 

‘Finances: Ask what services are 
included in the basic charge, and 
what are not. Take home a copy of 
the resident's contract. 


Most important - talk to residents 
and family members about the 
facility. Word of mouth is the most 
important reference. Find out what 
most people who have used the 
facility have to say. 


"Selecting a nursing home should 
not be done under pressure," 
Butler-West advised. "By doing 
your homework in advance, you can 
avoid being rushed into making a 
complex decision based on a glossy 
brochure, rather than a real sense of 
what the nursing home can offer."

Recycling used

Used motor oil has been classified 
by the State of Massachusetts a a 
hazardous waste. Of all the chemical 
wastes that cars produce, used oil is 
the most frequently produced waste 
that can be recycled. 

In Massachusetts, retailers are 
required by law to take back used 
motor oil (up to two gallons at a 
time) from their customers. The 
clinch is, proof of pdtchase must be 
given when returning oil to the 
retailer. Therefore, people must 
save their receipts if they intend to 
take advantage of this law and 
return oil where they buy it. 

As previously mentioned in the 
July article (Recycling Your Car, its 
parts and chemicals), many service 
stations will take back used motor 
oil for recycling from their 
customers. Many Exxon stations are 
now accepting used motor oil 


motor oil 


without receipts and some Mobil 
Stations are doing the same. The 
Department of ‘Environmental 
Protection has a Used Oil Hotline: 
617-556-1022, They will refer 
people to stations that accept oil 
without a receipt. 

Many towns are beginning oil 
recycling programs and have 
municipal disposal sites for their 
residents. In Wilmington, the DPW 
garage accepts used motor oil from 
its residents. Murphy's Waste Oil 
Services at 252 Salem Street in 
Woburn, accepts used motor oil 
from any one, on the first Saturday 
of each month from 8 a.m. to noon. 

A free brochure entitled 
"Recycling Used Oil" is available 
for do-it-yourselfers (DIYs) from 
the EPA (Office of Solid Waste, 401 
St. S.W., Washington, DC 20460, 
1-800-424-9346), The brochure 
explains how to change and recycle 
oil in 10 easy steps. The brochure 


also points out the unfortunate fact 
that DIYs throw away 180 million 
gallons of recoverable motor oil 
each year, which if recycled, could 
save the U.S. thousands of barrels of 
oil cach day. 

With this fact in mind, do not 
dispose of used oil in the garbage, in 
the sewer or in the ground, Each of 
these ways will result in pollution of 
the environment. Oil pollution can 
lower soil productivity, damage 
ecosystems, and inhibit sewage 
treatment systems that are not 
designed to filter out chemicals. 

The only responsible and 
acceptable thing to do with used 
motor oil is to recycle it, The easiest 
way to recycle used oil is to have 
your car's oil changed at a service 
station or oil change facility that 
recycles used motor oil. For DIYs 
however, this article clearly points 
out that theré are many places to 
take used oil, with more becoming 
available all the time, 
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backyard gardening

Without question, this summer has 
witnessed the coolest growing 
season within memory. Gardeners 
are complaining that their tomatoes 
are just sitting there, big and green, 
and are showing a lot of reluctance 
to ripen. 

According to the keepers of such 
records, it has been 75 years since 
we went through the entire month 
of July without the temperature (in 
Boston) hitting 90 degrees at least 
once. July averaged four degrees a 
day cooler than normal. That, in a 
nutshell, is why our produce is 
coming in late. 

Faristands are finally offering an 
abundance of native corn which, 
according to the experts, will be 
extra sweet this year. 

Don't look now, but the 
anticipated invasion of Japanese 
beetles has not materialized. Keep 
your guard up though, they are 


probably just a little late, like 


everything else, I sce them in the 
yard, but not nearly as many as | 
had expected. 

Responding to a couple of phone 
calls this past week: A Tewksbury 
gardener asks when is the best time 
to dig and divide an old rhubarb 
plant. His son has asked for a root 
division to try his luck with this 
hardy perennial. The very best time 
is between October 20 until the 
ground freezes, about mid- 
December. Planting depth should be 
18 to 24 inches, such that the crown. 
is covered by two or three inches of 
soil. Keep. the newly planted root 
division very moist and it should 
bounce right back next spring. I've 
found that a two or three inch layer 
of organic mulch containing 25 
percent of composted cow manure 
both feeds the plant and helps 
conserve moisture. 

A Wilmington newcomer asks if 
peach trees do well in this area. She 
has heard that peaches are not worth 
the bother because of insect 
problems. 

I have had a few peach tces over 
the years and I can attest that insects 
do indeed create problems unless 
you do your homework and learn 
how to control them. There are 
several good fruit tree reference 
books in the library which you 
should peruse between now and next 
spring. I can make some comments 
and suggestions based on my own 
experience. Probably the single

Most injurious insect with peach 
trees is the peach tree borer.The 
moth of this insect lays her eggs on 
the bark of the tree an inch or two 
above the soil level in June and July. 
When the hatchlings tunnel into the 
tree, they slowly wear the tree down 
and in a few years the tree dies. The 
good news is that there is d product 
in our garden centers which 
controls the borer, It is called 
"Borer Spray" (appropriately 
enough) and Ortho, amogg others 
makes it. This product is sprayed on 
the trunk three times, 10 days apart, 
Starting June 15, I have used Borer 
Spray, and it does work. There are 


several other insects, including 
plum curculio, which will damage 
the forming peaches, and the 
standard all purpose Fruit Tree 
Spray by Ortho, will handle them 
all. 

Peach trees present no more of a 
challenge to backyard gardeners 
than do apple, plum, or cherry 
tures, What is absolutely essential is 
that you must make the commitment 
to set up a spraying schedule, and 
then follow through. Miss one spray 
and you can lose most of the fruit. 

Next spring I am-planning at least 
two columns on planting and caring 
for fruit trees in the suburban back 
yard.

for Wilmington 
schools

Because of some quick thinking 
and crafty budgeting, Wilmington 
will have eight buses at the start of 
the schoo! instead of the six 
originally budgeted for. 

"When we looked at the budget at 
the start of the year, it looked like 
we were only going to be able to 
afford six, buses, said Peter De- 
Roeve, in charge of the budget for 
the school committec, but we were 
able to rewrite some of the 
Individualized Education Plans to 
save money." DeRoeve explained 
that by rewriting IEPs, special 
needs students weren't required to 
be transported as far as before, The 
saved funds were moved from 
special needs transport to overall 
transportation. Since the money was 
budgeted for sportation any- 
way, DeRoeve was pleased with the 


move. 

"I feel comfortable making this 
motion because this is in the original 
budget and it is for the safety of our 
children,” he said. 

Since there are now going to be 
eight-period days in the high school, 
DeRoeve was asked if eight buses 
could arrive at 1:45 in the afternoon 
and still handle the load. DeRoeve 
responded by saying that the buses 
were scheduled to accommodate 
most of the sttidents and still give 
the buses time to get to the other 
schools. 

Committeeman John DeMarco 
also responded by saying most of 
the students found that they got what 
they wanted in seven periods, and 
could make the bus. 

DeRoeve said that with two extra 
buses they would try to accom- 
modate everyone, but he couldn't 
guarantee It. 


Wilmington's first 
town meeting 


by Capt. Larz Neilson 

The business of the first Town 
Meeting of Wilmington, on 
December 3, 1970 was to vote for 
the construction of a "meetting” 
house. 

The site was not described in that 
meeting, although-it was, it seems, 
agreed upon verbally, The mecting 
voted for a church 46 feet in length, 
30 feet in width and 20 feet high. 
Mr. Samuel Eames, Mr. Daniel 
Pierce, Daniel Eames, Samuel 
Walker and Benjamin Harnden 
were voted to be the committee to 
provision the lumber, oak planks, 
one and a half.inches thick; good 
matching "table boards;" shingles, 
and white pine clapboards were to 
be the material. 

The town meeting voted that the 
committee should “make a return 
at the March town meeting on how 
far they had progressed at acquiring 
the needed material 

Mr. William Butter and Mr. 
Kendall Parson were voted to be a 
committee to provide a surveyor to 
"run ye lines" between the towns of 
"Redding" and Woburn and "our 
Towne.” 

No selectmen seem to have been 
elected at that time. The Moderator 
for the meeting was (Deacon) Jotin 
Harnden. 

A second town meeting was held 
on the second of February, at "ye 
school" house (corner of Butters 
Row and Main Street). Daniel 
Pierce was chosen for Moderator. 
Kendall Parson, Daniel Eames and 
Samuel Walker were named to be 
the committee (© procure land for 
“ye meeting” house. 

In another vote it was agreed that 
the meeting house should be on the 
site formerly agreed to, by the 
town, 

Although it was not named, that 
site was beside what was called "ye 
main road" (now 
Avenue). The present driveway for 
the Congregational Church was a 
part of that "main road," and the 
‘old cemetery" beside that driveway 
was behind the church. 

A town meeting was held on 
March 2, 1731. Mr. Samuel 
Dummer, who was a brother of the 
Governor of Massachusetts (and a 
prominent slave owner) was chosen 
the Moderator. 

Deacon John Harnden was chosen 
for First Selectman, Mr. Jeames 
Thompson Second Selectman, Mr. 
Samuel Eames third selectman, 


Middlesex . 


Licut. Benjamin Harnden the fourth 
selectman and Mr. William Butter 
the fifth sclectmen. 

The selectmen were voted to be 
the assessors for the following year. 

How (Jonathan?) Jones, Samuel 
Buck, Kendall Parson, Cadwallader 
Ford, Ebenezer Jones and Daniel 
Pierce were chosen to be Surveyors 
of Highways for the year following. 

Giles Roberts was chosen for 
Constable for the year following, 
but the record entry is followed by: 
a peculiar entry “and at the same 
time the Towne accepted Benjamin 
Lewis to serve as Constable in the 
Room of Giles Roberts and 
sworne.” 


Stephen Wesson and Samuel 
Walker were voted to be the Tithing 
Men for the year following. Tithing 
men had the duty of preserving 
order, in church. They stood in 
back with long poles, on’ one end of 
which was a squirrel's tail and the 
other a hard knob. Persons who fell 
asleep’ were tickled with the 
squirrel's tail, and persons, usually 
boys, who made noise were 
corrected with the knob landing on 
their heads. 

Abraham Jaquith and Daniel 
Going (Gowing) were voted Fence 
Viewers, and Joshua Thompson 
voted the Clark of the Market, and 
sworn, 


Joshua Thompson is a man whose 
name appears infrequently in the 
town records. Jeames Thompson, 
his younger brother, built a home 
which still exists at the Tewksbury 
line, in 1720. This writer has been 
unable to find where Joshua lived. 


Jéamés had acquired the right to 
connect Sandy Pond (Silver Lake) 
and Lubbers Brook with a ditch, 
which still exists, and to dam the 
small stream which flowed where 
Williams Avenue is today. Joshua 
then constructed two mills just 
upstream from Glen Road, one to 
cut lumber and the other a grist 
mill 

Rachel Harnden was the wife of 
Joshua. There were nine children, 
eight of whom seem to have to lived 
to maturity. There scems to be no 
record of the site of their home - 
one of the "puzzles" of Wilmington.

First off, | hate to eat bass. They 
laste muddy, in my humble 
opinion, and | advocate catch-and- 
release. A 7-pounder can certainly 
feed a few people, but I'd rather not 
use bass that way, thanks. 

If I'm fishing for the skillet, the 
quarry becomes yellow (or white) 
perch, crappie and horn pout. The 
7 r” species are more abundant, 
I think they taste much better, and 
the pond becomes a healthier place 
for little bass once you decimate the 
perch population, 

My rigging of choice for trophy 
bass fishing is a spincast rod loaded 
with 10- or 12-pound test line, a 
Texas-rigged-rubbor worm, and a 
weed bed at the edge of a drop-off. 

Perch and crappie require lighter 
tackle and different circumstances, 
A reel filled with 4-pound test line 
is plenty, with heavier stuff handy 
for horn pout fishing after the sun 
goes down. 

Perch (and crappie) are school 
fish, preferring middle depths near 
the 7-foot level, If you take a perch, 
there are likely another 30 or so in 
the school nearby, so hit ‘em fast 
when they're around. Crappie may 
be deeper, so plan for it. 

Perch eat little fish, so any lure 
that resembles a minnow will do the 
trick, Live minnows are an option, 
and plain ‘ol worms will do them in 
as well. The same guidelines apply 
to crappie. I like a l-inch rubber 
grubtail, with bright colors such as 
yellow or white, on a small hook 
with a splitshot sinker to bring in to 
the bottom quickly. 

If you're taking lots of tiny perch, 
it means there's an overpopulation 
in your pond, since none of them 
can find enough food to reach the 
prime one-pound size. But if perch 
are tiny and very scarce, it might be 
a sign that THEY are the local food 
source. In either event, look for a 
better perch pond. Long Pond in 
Dracut-Tyngsboro comes to mind 
as a pond with good-size perch and 
plenty of big horn pout. 


This past weekend, I tore up the 
perch population on a small pond 
with a l-inch yellow grubtail on a 
size 12 hook, and a few crappie hit 
the bucket as well, A faint tug was 
all the warning they gave, and then 
I'd just lift the rod see if they were 
hooked or not. A perch with each 
cast was not unusual if the school 
was moving through. Use the legal 
two rods, or bring a kid along. The 
object is to fill the bucket. 

You may have to go deeper for 
crappie, however. Old papermouth 
likes it cold. The same tiny grubiail 
does the trick for crappie as well. 

Horn pout are a different matter. 
These small, native catfish are best 
found after dark, and live bait is the 
weapon of choice although I've 
taken a few on artificial offerings, 
The supreme way to take horn pout 
in summer is fishing with worms, 
dead on bottom, Drape a medium 
hook with nightcrawlers, then use a 
small sinker to keep it down. Locals 
may swear by chunks of hotdog or 
chicken livers for bait, but worms 
are the traditional favorite. 

Then just cast, fire up a Coleman 
lantern, and turn the radio to the 
Red Sox game. Or kill the light and 
discuss the night sky in detail. (Late 
night horn pout fishing also offers a

number of romantic possibilities, if 
your date enjoys fishing. Ahem.) 

Some purists like bells and noise- 
makers to tell when the horn pout 
bite, or they may use a rect with a 
noisy "clicker" setting, but you can 
see the rod tip jiggle easily enough 
if your night vision works, Horn 
pout pull hard. 

The little catfish will hit all night 
long, if you can stay awake. 

Later, all the preparation horn 
pout require is to remove the skin 
and gut them, and a terrific catfish 
dinner. is yours for the taking. If 
you'd rather wait until morning to 
clean them, just put the ‘pout into a 
water filled bucket. They're tough. 

Horn pout offer another treat for 
the table -- they're boneless! All the 
bones in a catfish fuse into one long 
string when they're cooked, and a 
simple shake will remove all the 
boneless meat. You can feed them 
to the kids without worry. 

Perch and crappie, however, need 
to be cleaned first. I prefer a good 
fillet knife, to carve the meat away 
from the bone. It may take an hour 
or more to fillet a whole bucket's 
worth of perch, but the end result is 
a great fish dinner for the gang. 

You can eat sunfish,-and they are 
delicious, but cleaning them can be 
a chore, due to their small size, And 
pickerel are just too bony for table 
fare. Eels -- it's up to you. 

Skillet fishing has one additional 
benefit that should be mentioned: 
It's absolutely stress-free. A day of 
perch fishing, or a night under the 
stars taking horn pout, is just plain 
fun. No pressures, no weigh: no 
deadlines -- just hauling in fish and 
dropping them into a bucket. It's 
pure fishing; the kind we enjoyed as 
kids.

Thompson, Jonathan Manning is shown living in the home built by Sumner Pierce.

The map also shows clearly the ditch from Silver Lake to Lubbers Brook dug by 
James and Joshua Thompson, The dark line is the town line between Tewksbury and

Benjamin F. Thompson Esq. lived 
in the house on Harnden Street until 
1830, when it was sold and he 
moved (it is said) to Cambridge 
The home was purchased by Henry 
Harnden, son of Joshua and Dolly, 
and a grandson of Colonel Joshua 
Harnden, of the Hamden Tavern. 

Henry's home was sold aftei his 
death to a man named Pickering, 
who seems to have dealt in real 
estate. He owned the home for about 
one year. 

The Union Ice Company of Boston 
purchased the home after about one 
year. That company had constructed 
railroad tracks to connect Silver 
Lake with the Boston & Lowell 
Railroad. It wanted to be able to 
control the water level on Silver 
Lake by means of the ditch whicn

had been dug by James and Joshua 
Thompson, 

The Union Ice Company 
constructed 14 ice houses in which it 
stored ice harvested from the lake. 
During the summer months that ice 
was shipped to Boston for sale. The 
ice houses were located where the 
town beach, and the Mildred Rogers 
School are today located. They were 
torn Jown about at the end of World 
War One. 

In this map, dated 1858, Jonathan 
Manning is shown as living in the 
home of Sumner Pierce, and H.

Benjamin was he who moved into 
“Pop's House" about 1800. 

James E, Kelly was an official of 
the Town of Wilmington in the 
1890s. He served as a selectman, and 
he served as a town clerk, 

ILis he who produced, after much 
work, a book that is known as 
"Kelly." It is a complete record of 
all births, marriages and deaths ever 
to have occurred in Wilmington 
from its founding to 1898. 

Kelly had a footnote, with 
reference to the Thompson family, 
dated in 1777, 

"After his brother Benjamin died 
in 1777, Jacob was baptized 
Benjamin to perpetuate his deceased 
father's name." Jacob was the son of 
Benjamin and Lydia. 

That, gentle reader, seems to tell a 
tale, But it is, unfortunately, 
incomplete, 

Those sons who were named 
Benjamin always had a middle 
initial, That stood for 
Benjamin F., like Franklin, 

That gentleman, born in Boston, 
had lived in London and in Paris, 
not to forget Philadelphia. 

And there was always a male 
member of the Thompson family 
who was named for him - families 
in Wilmington, Winchester, and 
Woburn. 

The man who had the home

Weight table provides hope for dieters 


A weight table published in 1990 
as part of the government's dietary 
guidelines for America provides a 
measure of hope to those of us 
either on a perpetual diet, or 
resigned to being too heavy. Unlike 
the Metropolitan Life Insurance 
tables, which have set the weight 
standards since they came out in 
1959, the new guidelines offer a 
more liberal interpretation of 
acceptable weight ranges. 

For example, if you are 5'7" man 
or woman of medium build in the 
35 or ovér age group, the range has 
increased from 128-143 for women 
and 131-145 for men to 134-172 for 
either. But, do the higher numbers 
represent a signal to gain weight, or 
to abandon conscientious efforts to 
lose? 

Not according to Dr. Mitchell 
Kase, an internist at Winchester 
Hospital's Regional Health Center in 
Wilmington, “The guidelines are 
not saying that it's good for you to 
carry around more body fat," he 
explains. "There's ample evidence

About 1705 a home was construc- 
ted near Sandy Pond, in Goshen by a 
man named Sumner Pierce. Today 
Sandy Pond is Silver Lake. That 
home, possibly the first near Silver 
Lake was in’ the present comer of 
Glen Road and Jones Avenue. The 
home lasted until about the time of 
the Spanish American War, 
The present home on the site, 


numbered 139, is built on the exact 
same site, with cement block for a 
foundation instead of stones. 

Sandy Pond was notas large as it is 
today. There was a°Small brook, an 
outlet, which flowed down. the 
present Williams Avenue to join 
Lubbers Brook.

Thompson were of a family which 
lived in Charlestown, Woburn, Wil- 
mington, Burlington and Winches- 


ter for about eight generations . 


Jeames would later spell his name as 
James, and that, today-is the way he 
is remembered. 

A mill, in those days was valuable 
property. 

Make a dam where the stream 
flowed from Sandy Pond, and dig a 
ditch south of that site, (near where 
Grove Avenue is today) and there 
could be a substantial mill pond, 
over against the hill which for many 
years has been called Pop's Hill. 

Three years later Pierce signed an 
agreement. There is a copy today in 
the Middlesex County courthouse, 
in Cambridge. It was found about 
1980 by a lady named Alice 
Papaliolios. Her husband taught at 
Harvard, and the couple lived in the 
house on the top of Pop's Hill. 

Alice was trying to find out how 
old her home was. 

For 21 pounds 10 pence, the 
agreement said the two Thompson 
brothers could dig a ditch from 
Sandy Pond to Lubbers Brook, 
southerly through land of the home 
of Sumner Pierce. 

That ditch is still in existence. The 
water flows under Main Street, 
about 60 feet from Grove Avenue. 
A dam was build downstream from 
where the water from that ditch 
joins Lubbers Brook. Some of the 
stonework can be seen today, about 
60 feet upstream from Glen Road, 
at Lubbers Brook. 

The average width of the pond was 
about 300 feet, but in some places it 
was almost twice as wide. The 
upstream end was near the westerly 
end of Veranda Avenue, 

Probably there was no name for 
that pond. The two brothers worked 
for many years on that project. 

To get a better supply for the 
water they improved Sandy Pond 
They built a dam which is today 
Main Street, near the present 
Williams Avenue, 

Down near the present Glen Road, 
where they had constructed a dam, a 
sawmill was built. A gristmill, too, 
was built later, for the grinding o7 
grain. 

What is today the Tewksbury - 
Wilmington line was the boundary 
between Wobum and Billerica, with 
that part of Woburn having the fine 
Biblical name of Goshen. The two 
towns had agreed upon the common 
boundary back about 1654. It was 
beside the present Main Street, at 
the Billerica boundary that Jeamés 
built his home. It probably was 
completed before 1720. The home 
still exists, 2 Main St., Wilmington, 

Jeames, whose grandfather had 
been one of the first selectmen of 
Woburn, back in the 1640s, was 
elected a selectman of Woburn in 
1721. In 1725 he became a deacon 
of the Woburn Church. 

It was seven miles from his home 
to the Woburn church, down near 
Woburn Square, Deacon Thompson 
was always at the church an hour 
before the minister on a Sunday 
morning. He acquired a fame for 
being early, a fame which still 
exists. 

The records, insofar as they relate 
do the story of James Thompson, 
are quite clear. It is when one tries 
to find the story of Joshua that one 
has problems. 

One of the problems stems from 
an error by a Reading writer, back 
in the days before the Civil War. 

Lynn, which was settled about 
1630 extended westerly to near the 
present town of Reading, and to the 
Land of Now. Nod, it would seem, 
acquired its name from the people 
of Charlestown and Woburn, at 
about the time that Goshen was 
named, but a goodly part of it was 
of Reading. 

There was also a Lynn Village, 
which is mostly to be described 
today as Wakefield. The town of 
Lynnfield was named much later.

It was in Lynn Village that Sarah 
Sherman was born, Sarah, on Dec. 
9, 1707 became the second wife of 
Deacon John Harnden of Reading. 

He was the Deacon John Harnden 
whose family was massacred by 
Indians on August 12, 1707. Several 
children and Mrs. Harnden were 
victims. Others were not, having 
hidden behind the Harnden Rock, to 
be scen today off Marcia Road in 
Wilmington. 

The Harnden families of that date 
were considered as living in the 
Land of Nod. Both John and 
Benjamin served as selectmen of 
Reading, it can be noted. 

Deacon John Harnden, after the 
massacre built a new home, 
downhill and easterly of his father's 
home, about 400 feet distant. It was 
on the easterly side of what was then 
the road from Andover to Boston, 
and for over 100 years was known 
as Woburn Street. 

It was to that home which Deacon 
John Harnden took his children, and 
it was in that home in which Rachel 
Harnden was born, Sept. 12, 1708. 
She became the bride of Joshua 
Thompson on January 9, 1724. 

It was in that home, too, where 
John Harnden, a grandson, was 
born, he who was the Licutenant of 
the Minutemen in 1775 and proved 
to be a valiant fighter against the 
Redcoats, the well known Capt.

It was that home, too which was 
burned down by the Commonwealth 
to make room for Interstate Route 
93 back about 35 years ago. 

‘That is a question which cannot be 
solved, it seems, by such records as 
exist. 

There is one reference which says 
that Joshua lived in the "northwest" 
part of Wilmington. There is no 
doubt that he did live in the town. 

Another reference talks of the 
width of the road near his home, 
and compares it to the road near that 
of "Colo Brown," The Brown 
family lived in Billerica. There is 
nothing to suggest that Joshua lived 
there. 

Did that reference hint that the 
road near the home of Joshua 
Thompson was too narrow? 

A look at Pop's Hill, and a look at 
the road which connected Pop's 
barn with Lubbers Brook_might 
convince the reader, 

Pop's Hill was, and is the site of a 
home, circa 1800, built for 
Benjamin F. Thompson, Esq. It was 
purchased about 1907 by Christian 
and Stine Neilson, and converted 
into a summer boarding house. A 
big porch was added, and an ddition 
in back for more rooms, and one of 
the main floor rooms was converted 
into a huge dining room, capable o! 
seating nearly 50 persons, .

Thompson moved to Cambridge about 1830 he sold the home to Henry Harnden. 
After Harnden death in 1871 it was sold to a man named Pickering who sold it about 
a year later to the Union Ice Company, Pop Neilson bought the house from them in 


Nearby, across Glen Road is 
"Pop's Barn," reportedly built by 
Henry Harnden about 1830. Glen 
Road skirts the side of the hill, to 
lead to Lubbers Brook, 

To successfully create that road 
some excavation was accomplished. 
The side of the hill was excavated, 
to make the road wide enough. That 
probably happened in pre-Civil 
War days or earlier. 

Nearer to Lubbers Brook, if one 
examines the topography one will 
note that a fair sized portion of the 
hill was also excavated, to allow the 
construction of a home, if desired. 

Did Joshua excavate the area, so as 
to have a home near the mill? 

It seems probable It scems that the 
home of Joshua Thompson was in 
the area of the Dyas home of today, 
The Dyas home was constructed 
about 1926 on a site which had been 
cleared a century or more 
previously. 

Joshua and Rachel Thompson, 
with their six children, it seems, 
lived on the site where the Dyas 
family lives today. 

James and Abigail Thompson 
lived in the home at 2 Main St., with 
their six children, Joshua and 
Rachel lived at 128 Glen Rd.. 

In both families one son was 
named Benjamin. It seems” that

Skin cancer screenings 
result in 50% referrals 


Lawrence Memorial Hospital 
of Medford's Eighth Annual Skin 
Cancer Screening, held this sum- 
mer, helped detect the beginning 
stages of various skin cancers and 
skin conditions in many ar 
dents who came from $ 
Malden and Somerville and as far 
away as Tewksbury and Nahant. 
Of the 154 persons screened, 
more than 50 percent were 
referred to a private dermatologist 
for further evaluation, 

According to Herbert White, 
'M.D., screening chairperson, the 
three most common types of 
growths found on referred patients 
were actinic keratosis, basal cell 
carcinoma and seborrhcic kerato- 
sis. "Actinic, or solar, keratoses 
are seen most commonly on the 
face, back of the hands and bald 
parts of the head. They appear as 
red, flat-to-slightly raised, rough, 
dry scaly spots that are usually 
asymmetric and measure less than 
one-half inch," he explained, 
"Approximately 20 percent of 


in one or more of the lesions." 
"Basal cell carcinoma is the 
most common type of growth 
found on Caucasians," Dr. White 
said. "It is slow-growing and may 
appear as a small clevation on the 
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skin or a non-healing ulcer with a 
pearly, raised border. It occurs 
most often on the head, face, 
neck, hands and trunk -- areas that 
are usually exposed to the sun." 

"Seborrheic keratosis is a very 
common, non-cancero' art- 
like growth that appears more 
often in middle age. It appear as if 
stuck on to the skin and can range 
from light to dark brown in color," 
he said. 


The Lawrence's screening 
detected 78 cases with one or 
more of these three conditions. 
The screening was held as part of 
a national program sponsored by 
the American Academy of 
Dermatology and the American 
Cancer Society. In addition to Dr. 
White, participating dermatolo- 
gists were Dr, Donald J. Grande, 
Dr. Ronald Hamburger, Dr. 
Robert O'Brien, Dr. David Taub, 
Dr. John Tomich.

All of this and much more 
from a person who wrote his first 
book at the age of 13 which was 
rejected “but praised for its won- 
derful, childlike quality. I was 
furious,” Horovitz recalled. 

By the time he was 17, 
Horovitz had turned that fury into 
a play which was first presented 
when-he-was-+8-years-old. “I was 
hooked. I just loved it,” Horovitz 
said, 

“T still do,” he added. “It is 
something that has stayed fresh 
and exciting to me.” 

Horovitz notes that his writing 
reflects a little of his-life. “I think 
everything that everybody writes 
is semi-autobiographical.” 

He added, “You always write 
characters that are based on about 
10 different people. The real 
magic is how you string those 
people together.”

Food safety tips for healthy 
and happy summer season 


Summer's here again - the sca- 
son for barbecues, picnics and 
backyard buffets, Though outdoor 
dining is a great way to socialize 
and enjoy the summer sun, many 
a good time has been spoiled by 
lack of attention to the most 
important aspect of meal planning 

food safety. "Food poisoning 
peaks during the hot summer

Eaod poisoning, 0 known as 
foodborne illness ects nearly 
one third of the - population 
annually and appears to be on the 
The term food poisoning 
refers to cither infections caused 
by microorganisms in food (usual-

ly bacteria), or illness caused by 
toxic substances produced by 
these microorganisms 

As threatening as all this 
sounds, food poisoning can be 
casily avoided by paying, a little 
extra attention to how you prepare 
and store foods. The following 
lips should help you keep your 
summer celebrations safe: 

Avoid cross-contamination of 
bacteria by washing anything that 


touches raw meat or poultry with 
hot, soapy water, 

*Refrigerate raw meat and 
poultry no longer than two days 
before cooking or freezing for 
later use. 

*Marinate meat and poultry in 
the refrigerator. 

*Cook foods thoroughly! Meat 
and fish should be cooked to an 
internal temperature of 160, 
degrees, poultry to 180 degrees. 

Partial cooking of food ahead 
of time is safe only if it goes) 
immediately to the grill. 

«When transporting perishable 
food, either from the store or to a 
picnic site, keep it cold to mini- 
mize bacterial growth, 

«If a cooler is not available, 
safer foods include fruits and veg- 
clables, hard cheeses (safe for up, 
to two hours), canned or dried 

or fish, dry cereal, breads, 
and peanut butter, 

*Never leave. perishable food 
out for more than two hours, one 
hour if it's greater than 85 degrees 
outdoors. 

*Refrigerate leftovers prompt- 
ly.
